When pain occurs under Ihe breast bone and 


extends across the chest lo the left shoulder, and 
Ihe pain is like the pressure of a vise, the individual 
tuilurally suspects a heart ailment. 


In Iho majority of cases of middle-aged men and 


women this would be Hie true cause of the pain. 
There are, however, other conditions that can cause, 
this same pain, one of which is gas pressure from 
Hie stomach or from a loop of the large intestine 
which passes below the stomach across the abdo- 
men. 


That a common cause of this chest pain which 


so gronlly resembles coronary occlusion may be 
caused by irrilation of Hie rools of nerves coming 
trom the spinal column, is slated by Dr. David 
Ditvis, Tulls College,, Boston, in the "American 
llearl Journal." Because of this mistake, hcullhy 
persons may he ordered to live unnecessarily careful 
lives and thus be in constant fear of heart attacks. 
Dr. Davis reports seeing 50 of these cases of this 
nerve root Irritant mistaken for hearl disease in a 
single year.
